Marie Spiridonova, a Social Revolu- 
tionist, charged in her memorable 
speech before the all Russian Soviet 
congress at Moscow on July 4 that 
Bolsheviki rule was more tyrannical 
than that of the late Emperor and the 
late regime of terror had scarcely be- 
gun at that time. 

Assassination Attempted Twice 

Dr. Karl Helfferich, the German 
ambassador at Moscow, rushed back 
to Berlin and reported to his govern- 
ment that Moscow was in such a state

Grand Duchess Olga, born in 1895; 
Grand Duchess Tatiana, born in 1897; 
Grand Duchess Marie, born in 1899, 
and Grand Duchess Anastasie, born in 
1901. The former Empress Alexandria 
was born Princess Alix of Hesse in 
1872,

Discussing the prolongation of the 
war, Dr. Beland said that Germany| 
had been able to stand the economic 
strain on account of the new territory 
she had been able to conquer; first 
Belgium, which had been depleted;/ 
then Serbia, Roumania, northern It- 
lay, Poland and then the northwest) 
provinces of Russia. ‘‘Though some 
of these countries,” said he, “are not 
very fertile or productive, still when 
they are thoroughly exhausted by the 
remorseless methods of the foe some-| 
thing may be gotten out of them.| 
That is, as I take it, how Germany 
has been able to feed—or rather keep 
from dying—her own civil population 
in the last two years. 

Poor Food for Working Classes. 

“By what I could gather from pris- 
oners in Berlin, the working classes 
were reduced practically to bread and 
potatoes for over a year. To get an) 
ounce of butter a week and a half a 
pound of meat at the same time, one 
had to stand in front of the shop be- 
fore it was opened two or three hours; 
and those who could not stand had to 
do without. 

“My impression is,’ added Dr. Bel-| 
and, “that as long as the military 
caste and the official world can feed) 
the army they do not mind very much| 
se sufferings of the civil popula- 
tion.” 

These recollections brought before 
his mind another and contrasting pic- 
ture—what he saw when he got back 
to Canada, “If I hadn't known my- 
self," he said, “that Canada was at 
war I wouldn't have known it from 
what I saw, and have seen all over 
the country since, from Quebec to 
Edmonton. It may be that I have 
been better treated but that is the 
impression I received." 

Wouldn't Think Canada gt War. 

Dr. Beland mentioned that this dif- 
ference in the living of the people 
was to be noticed once one left Ger-! 
many. There was an improvement) 
in Holland, where he was seven weeks) 
trying to get his daughter out of 
Belgium. ere bread is only served 
in the morning and in very small 
quantities.

But that unexpainable 
circumstance is true al) over the frost 
touched area. Mucy of the wheat and 
oat crep was cut there right after the 
frost and has now grown up again, is 
headed out, and in some cases bids fair 
to be a good crop if the frosts hold off 
In seme of 
these second crop fields, the cro; has 
come up very sparsely and is hardly 
worth the cutting even with a mowing 
machine. It will, however, make won- 
derful pasture for the quick fattening 
of fall steers. It is estimated, taking 
the district all through, that there will 
be an average yield of eight bushels 
to the acre of wheat seeded. 

One extraordinary fleld of cats was 
visited, too, which was just being cut. 
An estimate of its average yield would 
be 90 to 100 bushels to the acre. The 
grain was standing five feet high in 
places and was very thick, This was 
an exception to the oats in general, 
however, in that section, as nearly all 
had been more or less damaged by the 
frost. Some had been cut and some 
iefi, and ihe resuit was some very 
patohy looking fields. 

In one barn it was noticed that the 
frozen wheat straw was being fed to 
the horses and the natural question 
was whether they did well on it 
answer was that they were working 
every day on it, and were looking firet- 
rate. This was interesting in view of 
the fact that there has been much dis- 
cussion on the value of thes frosted 
wheat for feed. 

Many Splendid Ranches 

There are a number of splendid 
ranches in the Innisfree district. vor 
the most part the people go in for 
mixed farming. Of course, some spec- 
jalize on grain, some on horses and 
some on purebred cattle, but, as stated, 
moet of them do a@ little at all of it. 

The Horse Shoe ranch, situated 
about four miles from the town, and 
owned by 8. D. Hogan, is commonly 
accounted the best ranch in Alberta. 
It has a most unique situation, form- 
ing a peninusula right out in Birch 
Lake—-hence the name ‘Horse Shoes 
Ranch The lake entirely surrounds 
{t with the exception of possibly a mile 
across the neck of the peninusula, 
which is the only bit of fencing that 
Mr. Hogan has to do to enclose his 
6,000 acres. Of thig there is about 
2,200 acres broken and in crop.» The

Mr. Hogan is a “sure ‘nuff’ progres- 
sive farmer. This year he broke about 
400 acres, and 4,000 acres across the 
ravine where the wild deer make their 
home at the present time are in pros- 
pect for the next few years. Mr. H 
gan has an immense outfit, big gang 
not a 
tractor engine, as one might expect 


tire farm work, even the stump pulling 
and the breaking. Thera are some 
eighty or ninety work horses on the 
job all the time and the ranch employs 
from eight to forty men. according to 
the time of year. Considerable tim- 
othy is grown at this ranch for feed, 
and a lot of green feed. 

There are three good barns to house 
the working horses and the hogs. The 
horse barn !s 120 feet long and holds 
sixty-four head at one time. The chop 
house and the hog barns are both good 
sized bulldings. It !s the intention of 
the owner, as soon as the times war- 
rant the expense, to build a more mad- 
ern and larger barn than any that he 
has now. The number of hogs fed on 
this plase varies from time to time, 
but at the time of which thig is writ- 
ten there were about 200. These area 
cross between the Berkshire and the 
Tamworth. 

In cattle Mr. Hogan has a few pure 
bred black Angus, and plans later on 
to go in strong for this breed of caitle 
He has three pure bred bulls, the herd 
bull weighing well over a ton, 

Frost Dealt Hard Blow 

When it is stated that there were 
30,000 bushels of wheat grown on this 
ranch last year it will be realized what 
a blow it was to have this cut right 


down to a minimum by the frost. There 


were also 20,000 bushels of oats and 
10,000 bushels of barley. This year it 
was expected to have close to 60,000 
will be 
about 10,000, There are about 1,500 
acres in wheat and 1,000 in oats and 
barley, which latter have not suffered 


very severely from the frost. It is ex- 
pected that the oats will run about 
thirty bushels to the acre. One hun- 


dred and thirty acres were put into 
timothy, but that crop was cut down 
considerably by the drouth early in the 
season. 

Big fields of potatoes were seen in 
the bloom, as green and fresh look- 
ing asin June. This is the second 
blossom, but it was learned that the 
potatoes were a good size and doing 
well where they had been left. In 


many cases throughout the Innisfree | 
dis- 


district the farmers, becoming 
couraged when they saw their pota- 
toes cut right down by the July frost, 
put in the plow and turned out the lt- 
tle tubers for the pigs..

The old and still somewhat preva- 
lent idea that the three Graces—Law, 
‘Divinity and Medicine+—must 
ishipped by those who would reach a

farmer, wronged the rule and the 
square, cheated the trowel and the 
anvil, and has committed fraud on 
many callings. Thousands have been 
led away by this belief from vocations 
for which they were best fitted. 

The result of all this ts that we see 
about us men who, disgusted with 
their callings, are getting their living 
by their weakness instead of by their 
strength, and are doomed to positions 
of mediocrity. If, we had a Dead 
Letter Office, as James Russell Low- 
ell suggests in his “Condescension in 
Foreigners,” for those who have been 
sent out into the world with a wrong 
address upon their backs, it would be 
a very dissatisfied group 
assemble there.

The government of Canada has for 
many years been entering into con- 
tracts with tens of thousands of in- 
dividuals of all classes, races and 
creeds, the citizens of every country 
under the sun, The Canadian gov- 
ernment advertised in almost every 
known Janguage its willingness to 
enter inte such contracts; Tt sent {te 
agents all ar the world to tell the 
people the iture of the contract it 
was prepared to offer them, The con 
tract with the Canadian government 


| thus made known to the world it was 


willing, yes anxious, to enter into pro 
vided for the giving of homestead 
lands free to settlers who would come 
and make their place of residence tn 
build homes, till the land, 
and, by taking out papers of natural- 
ization, forswear allegiance to the 
land of thelr birth and become British 
subjects In return or forswearing 
allegiance to their native land, the 
government of Canada pledged itself to 
confer upon these people all the rights, 
powers and privileges enjoyed by na- 
tive-born British subjects. The clause 
in the contract covering this matter 
reads as follows

ties, to which a ndAtural-born British 
subject is entitled, and as from the 
date of his naturalization have to all 
intents and purposes the status of a 


natural-born British subject 
‘Teng of thousands of people from all 


parts of the world, knowing 
the high standard of British 
honor, knowing that the British flag 


stood for fair play, for the keeping of 


pledges, for liberty in its highest and 
truest sense, placed full reliance in 
this contract They came to Canada, 


they have built their homes here, have 


tilled the soil, have brought up fam- 
iijes, have discharged all the ‘‘obliga- 
tions, duties and liabilities’ laid upon 
them, have foresworn allegiance’ to 
their native land and have accepted 
and come to regard Canada as thelr 
country They have lived up to the 


letter of their part of the contract and 
have fulfilled its spirit 

But the Canadian government, un- 
der the direction of Robert Laird Bor 
den, has repudiated its part of the 
contract Like Germany it has torn 
it up a8 a mere “scrap of paper.’
